THE 
SMOKE NUISANCE OVERCOME. 


The first really effective step towards the elimination of 
the 
smoke 


nuisance has been fatal by the Lowell Electric Lighting company. 
This 


corporation for some lime past has been making scientific experiments with 
a view to the complete elimination of ilic smoke nuisance at its large plant 
on Perry sired, anil wtluin the last few weeks that object has been ae- 
complisbed, not, however, without considerable expense. 


Naturally any manufacturing: concern consuming as much coal as does 


the Lowell Electric Lighting company must send out dense volumes of black- 
smoke by day and by night unless some device be adopted to consume the 
smoke or prevent it reaching- the ouier air. 


Such a device this company lias adopted, and we learn from the officials 


that while it is simple it will he durable and will prove a permanent pre- 
ventive ;of offensive smoke emanating from the tall chimneys. 


Indeed it appears that except- at very rare intervals there is no smoke at 


all seen passing from (he chimneys. That is certainly a great victory and 
one over which (he people of Belviderc are greatly elated. 
They feel that 


if one manufacturing concern can accomplish so much, all the oilier con- 
tributors to the smoke nuisance can adopt similar preventives and thus 
ultimately the nuisance will be completely overcome. Here then is a matter 
that should receive attention not only of the manufacturing companies of 
the city but the board of health to the end that proper .steps may be taken to 
get rid of the smoke nuisance throughout the city. Some companies have 
made an honest attempt but without success to overcome the smoke nuisance 
at their respective plants. They can learn from the Electric Light company 
bow it may be accomplished. While the relief of the people in the vicinity 
of the Company's works was the prime motive in doing away with (he smoke 
nuisance, yet the economy in fuel will in time be sufficient to compensate 
the company i'or (he outlay. 


Now tbat the abolition of the smoke nuisance has been demonstrated 


as entirely feasible, the board o£ health should lake the matter 
up 
and 


impress upon the careless corporations that in the interests of the public 
health public comfort and cleanliness, (he time has arrived when the un- 
restricted output of coal dust and cinders from factory chimneys should be 
eliminated. If the manufacturing concerns would show the right spirit the 
smoke nuisance could be overcome without (he' adoption 
ot

SMOKE NUISANCE 
OVERCOME. 


The first really effective step towards the elimination of 
the 
smoke 


nuisance has been taken by the Lowell Electric Lighting company. 
This 


corporation for some time past has^cen making scientific, experiments with 
a view to the complete elimination of the smoke nuisance at its large plant 
on Perry street, and within the last few weeks that object has been ac- 
complished, not, however, without considerable expense. 


Naturally any mamifactnring concern consuming as much coal as does 


the Lowell Electric Lighting company must send out dense volumes of black 
smoke by day and by night unless some device he adopted to consume the 
smoke or prevent it reaching the outer air. 


Such a device this company has adopted, and we leurn from the. officials 


that while it is simple it will he durable and will prove a permanent pre- 
ventive of offensive smoke emanating from the tail chimneys. 


Indeed it appears that except at very rare intervals there is no smoke at 


all seen passing from Ihe chimneys. 
That is certainly a great victory and 


one over which the people of Behidcre are greatly elated. They feel that 
it' one manufacturing concern oau accomplish so much, all the other con- 
tributors to the smoke nuisance can adopt similar preventives and tints 
ultimately the nuisance will he completely overcome. 
Here then is a matte 


that should receive attention not only of the manufacturing companies of 
the city but the board of health to the end that proper steps may he taken to 
get rid of the smoke nuisance throughout the city. Some companies have 
made an honest attempt hut without success to overborne the smoke nuisance 
at their respective plants. They can learu from the Electric Light company 
how it may be accomplished. While the relief of the people in the vicinity 
of the company's works was the prime motive in doing away with the smoke 
nuisance, yet the economy in fuel will in lime be sutlicient lo compensate 
the company for-the outlay. 


Now that the abolition of the smoke nuisance has been demonstrated 


as entirely feasible, the hoard oE health should take the matter 
up a 


impress upon the careless corporations that in the interests of the public 
health public comfort and cleanliness, the time has arrived when the un- 
restricted output of coal dust and cinders from factory chimneys should be 
eliminated. If the mantffncTiirfng^Conceriis.would show the right spirit the
